the most temporary kind of a halt, then f< 
0 certainty, if you, fojlowed this ad rice, yj* 
were going to b» kept right in that blyouda 
long enough to repent not going to work jtt 
getting comfortably housed. Bo after some 
exper once, we never took any Block in As- 
surances of brief stay, we went right to 
work at house building on U» assumption 
that we should stay arrontu, If MB matched 
next day no great harm was done but If we 
stayed a week we were well paid tut our 
trouble. 


This was our state of mind when we halted 


back of Falniouth, opposite Fredericksburg, 
at a point on the railroad which thencefor- 
ward possibly to this day, became known 
as "Btoneman s Switch." We halted at night, 
and bivouacked in thick pine woods, which 
extended foi miles around. Before we left 
that spot for the last time that forest had 
disappeared; every tree had been out, firtt 
waatefully, at shoulder height from the 
ground, then down to a decent stump, and 
than this stump was cut to the very quick.

Then our corps went on a Christmas 


trip up the river—a failure unrecorded in' 
history-r-gave it up and came back "home " 
Then Burnside. tried it ogam, and this time, 
our old friend, Virginia mud, was against 
rj and thero was an effectual "tto up" (as 
we now say) of pack mules, cannon and; 
wagons. Once more the old home welcomed 
us and again we commenced improvements 
on our real estate in the very same spot. 


We now looked upon ourselves as quar- 


tered there for the rest of the war 
The 


housebuilding activity of the regiment wa^ 
too great to be satisfied with the pi ivatn 
residences in the company streets and spen| 
Hsejf upon a regimental church, really quite 
an Imposing structure of logs, with seats 
and pulpit all complete, and well utilized, 
not only on Sundays, but on week day even- 
ings with debating societies, lectures anq 
classes. So we lived till Joe Hooker issued 
invitations for another picnic, an eight day 
one, since known as Chancellorsvllle. This 
time, we thought, surely was the last But 
now -ne come back once more, inside of the 
eight days, and w</rse used up than ever, 
All organization was nretty well suspended 
by unanimous consent and was simply "go- 
as-you-please," but get to the old camp. 
That was a manoeuvre we had pretty well 
earned, and though, like such movements 
as "on the right, into line," it looked disoij- 
derly, yet it-got there.

fetched us up at Gettysburg, no wonder I 
had to drift back to that old shanty in Staf- 
ford county

But to-day we had not quit* dropped our 


eatnp manners, and as we stood there in Hne 
we were a fan* Specimen of an American 
regiment 
Wo stood about 800 ran*; and 


file Few regiments hod anything like the 
nominal strength which a rogiment should 
have 
We were a very ann burned, hearty- 


looting set of fellows; we looked as if we 
could eat a square meal whennver we got 
one 
In fact we were a set of boys. The 


ages of our company avwaged 34, and 
probably there were more men about 23 
Uiin of any other age. We were not punc- 
tilious about the regulations aa to diess. 
Om regimental uniforms ot semi-zmuvra 
pattern had been turned in before Chan- 
callorBvi le, and we had frock coats, blouses 
or jacket just as it happened, anything 
blue would d >. In hats and caps there wai 
ako much variety—the nideous regular 
army cloth cap, with slanting peak, which 
some turned up and some turned down— 
each war it looked worse, or the more 
nobby French shape, with etralirht visor, 
or the McClellan cap with top falling for- 
ward ; these h»d been sent on from home or 
purchased when on furlough, or the army 
black felt, which wa<> renerally worn with 
the crown depressed in the center, or other 
vaiiotles of block «oft hat», which were 
worn in spite of regulations. But everyone 
had on his cip or hat a red Maltese cross, 
tbe badge of our division. 


Borne had leggings, some had not; some 


old hands were in favor of stuffing the 
troWrs into the stocklnsrs and tying them 
there with strings. The broad shoes given 
out by the government and usually styled 
"gunboats" were the moat fashionable fool; 
wear; this was the only part ot the uniform 
which private enterpi ise did not much im- 
prove upon. 
Onlv one thing about our 


get-up would have pleased a militaiy critic: 
our guns were clean and bright 
The loads 


carried on our shoulders also varied, and 
suited each man's idea of comfort at the 
expense of exertion. Some clung to their 
knapsacks—I think only one of these got to 
Gettysburg in our company; some kept their 
overcoats, but these were soon adorning the 
roadsides during tbat hot summer, and the 
darkies have been wearing them ever since, 
The canteen, haversack and tin cup. It was 
difficult to dispense with, then there was a 
difficulty In knowing which to throw away, 
the rubber blanket, the woolen blanket or 
the piece of shelter tent These root, through 
some accidental confusion, we called "pon- 
chos;" most of us kept aa many as twc 
out of the last group of articles, and ] 
rather think the rubber was the most 
popular 


The Confederates greatly envied the 


"Yankee gum blankets," and their officers 
could always get them to charge very will- 
ingly if there were any likely to be had. 
Some few f tying pans were retained, not 
handy thing to carry, but a mlsfhty bond 
Implement to have at night I know on a 
man who stuck to his pan, but never ha j 
the trouble to oarry it himself. Tom would 
carry it till noon every day for the privlli 
of frying next after the owner at night, B 
and Harry Would take the burden the rest 
of the day for a similar concession. So1"' 
owner of the frying pan reveled in its enjoy- 
ment in the sweat of other follows' browa. 
A perfect capitalist, but he bad had tbe 
nerve to go in on the ground floor and de- 
velop the enterprise. 


In our own little partnership Eugene car- 


ried the moat of tbe grub and I mo<t of the 
shelter, and we seldom separated 
O:btr 


syndicates were formed of three, four or five 
men on similar terms 


We had forty rounds ot cartridges be- 


sides, end these we never used to throw 
away 
A man always kept his cartridges, 


somehow 
They were of paper, and though 


the tactics told us to bite them, we always 
broke them with our fingers at the muzzle 
and poured In the powder 
The days of 


breech loaders had not yet fully come, and 
we used tbe clumsy ramrod. But if we felt 
the ball slide down easily, we knew that a 
smart bang of tbe butt on the groundfwoulc 
do the ramming just as well 


When our colonel had called us to atten- 


tion, he sat on his horse a moment perfectly 
still, but with his eyes gravely scrutinizing 
our ranks f i om right to left, then, quickly 
bracing himself, rang out in his clear tenor 
voice the few commands which put us; in 
motion on a journey of which no one knew 
the end. 


And now we swing along the rough Vir- 


ginia roods In route step. There is very 
little nonsense, talk or skylarking. 
We 


have long since got beyond that stage of pur 
education and don't waste any strength in 
those ways 
We keep approximately hi pur 


fours, but very loosely 
Our "guns" slant 


over our right or left shoulder

"aling' them by the leather strap, but 1 
have seldom seen that done. Apparently 
the weight is easiest carried on the shoulder, 
where a slight shifting eases the musales. 
The office™ Interfere very little with us one 
command as little as possible. They want 
their breath, too, for other purposes and) un- 
derstand that too much fussy meddling 
won't go down with us 
Hot that ne shouk 


openly "kick," but the officer would find 
that he was thus losing his hold on the 
men. 


To-day our regiment leads the brigade and 


our brigade leads the division 
To-morrow 


we drop back to tho rear, and then grad 
ually work up to the head agaia This alter 
nation equalizes the difficulties of marching. 
The head of tbe column has the easiest time 
of it 
When the roads are bad the column 


gets "strung out" 
The head of the column 


is halted and enjoys a square rest of fifteen 
minutes, while tbe rest are getting closed up 
and the lost regiment just gets to its proper 
d stance in tune tn start again. 


Oue of the lessons of the march b to lie 


down at evety chance. Tbe green sildier 
will stand in his tracks because hethlnlis the 
stoppage is merely a "jam" and that il 
won't be worth whilQ to got down and gel 
right up again 
But the seasoned marcher 


will go for the roadside like a shot; anc 
drop, and if it gives him thirty seconds 
horizontal rest he gets up lighter and fresher 


About eight hours a day was enough of 


this kind of thing aud that waa usually di- 
vided into equal stretches morning and even- 
Ing. There was a good deal of straggling, 
and not much notice taken of It It was ol 
two kinds—the weary or lazy, who could not 
or would not keep up, and graduallyldrop 
ped back, and the independent spirits who 
occasionally preferred tbe freedom of the 
woods and tbe side roads to tho monotony of 
the column. 
"Coffee boiling" or •'coffee 


cooling" was our name for these erratic ex- 
cursions. The coffee coolers nsuaJJy turned 
up at night, because it was not very safe to 
get too far from the troops.
